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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues "prior to initiating establishment 
of said requested connection... determining whether the combination of the selected candidate outside-realm gateway address and said 
multiplexing information is already being utilized for another connection" and "thereafter, initiating establishment of connection based on 
unique combination of inside/outside with said multiplexing information." 

The examiner understands and sees what applicant is arguing but feels the claim limitations are broad enough that Crump reads on the 
invention as claimed. 

Col. 7, lines 46-51 teach checking a table for an entry mapping the destination local address to the destination global address. The NAT 
maintains this table to map corresponding outside realm (global addresses) with their corresponding inside-realm (local addresses). This 
step is prior to establishment because it is consulting the table to check for the entry. 

The rest of col. 7 and further col. 8 teaches creating an entry in the table if one does not exist or using the current map to route data based 
on that mapping. That would teach the initiating establishment of the connection. 

Col. 1 7-1 9 teach the static and dynamic NAT tables which include the port information used for determining the connection establishment 
as multiplexing information because this term broadly encompasses all information used in multiplexing or routing data in a gateway. 
The examiner believes the examples are helpful in explaining the differences from the prior art but that the use of a port to establish a 
unique mapping is an obvious combination of the state of the art at the time of the invention.. 
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
